Carnegie owned over 50 per cent of each 
of the old firms, and he, with Frick, 
Phipps and others owning interests in 
each, formed in 1892 what constituted a 
new partnership called the Carnegie 
Steel Company, Limited. In this Carneé- 
gle retained over 50 per cent and now 
has 68% per cent, while Frick has 6 per 
cent. 

Both old firms were merged into the 
new, which had a capital of $25,000,000 
and cperated all the old works. This 
new firm was under the immediate care 
and supervision of Frick, as chairman, 
from 1882 to December 5, 1899. It greatly 
enlarged the capacity of its different 
Works, enlarged their output and pur- 
chased other plants, ore mines, eic. 

Carnegie lived in New York, passed 
much of his time abroad, remaining at 
one time for eighteen consecutive 
months. He did not pretend to manage 
the current business, although he was 
consulted as to jmportant matters. The 
business from 1892 to 19%) was enormously 
Profitable, growing by leaps and jumps 
from year to year, until in 1899 the firm 
&ctually made on low-priced contracts 1n 
het profits, after paying all expensese of 
all kirds, $21,000,000. 

The Estimates Differed. 

In November, 1899, Carnegie estimated 
the net profites for 1900 at $40,000,000 and 
Frick then estimated them at $42,000,000.

Their strength lies in a more in- 
tense concentration of monopoly priv- 
flege. In some instances these priv- 
ileges are owned by the trust itself. 
In some they result frum conditions 
produced ‘by public policy. In others 
they are farmed out in more or less 
secret ways by the principal bene- 
ficiaries to subsidiary trusts.

At the conclusion of Mr. Allison’s 
speech, Mr. Jones, of Nevada, continued 
the debate in a speech strongly antago- 
nizing the provisions of the pending bill. 
“This measure,” said he,

1869 to abolish the use of silver. It is 
certain that there will be additional leg- 
islation presented at some subsequent 
date to retire the $346,000,000 of greenbacksg. 
The gold standard advocates know that 
it would not do to attempt to carry 
through all of their plans at once. That 
would be a schock to the American peo- 
ple. There will be also an effort in the 
near future to. retire the treasury notes. 
“This will afford the national 
banks an opportunity to regulate the 
value of all money save only gold 
and silver coin. ‘thus an aggrega- 
tion of private banking corporations 
will exercise the sovereign function 
of issuing money instead of that 
function being vested in the govern- 
ment alone.”’ 


Mr. Jones declared that the measure 
provided clearly for a permanent increase 
in the bonded debt of the country and 
that it is a monstrous proposition that 
any executive officer of the government 
Should have the power to bond the Amer- 
ican people. 

Speaking of the provision of the bill 
which will enable national banks to is- 
Sue currency up to the par value of bonds 
deposited, Mr. Jones declared that the 
result of the authorization of the national 
banks to issue so great an amount of 
currency as they would be able to issue 
by the provisions of the pending bill 
would be -to place in the hands of the 
banks the credit of the entire people and 
the power in times of financial pressure 
and financial stringency, absolutely to 


in loans in the regular conduct of their 
banking business. This bill places in the 
hands of the national banks the control 
of the bonded debt of the country,” said 
Mr. Jones. ‘“‘Whenever the banks see fit 
they can reduce the gold reserve below 
the limit and force an issuance of bonds; 
and this process can go on indefinitely.”’ 

Mr. Jones spoke with bitter sarcasm of 
the financial dependence of the United 
States, declaring that a cock fight in 
India or_a war in Africa with the Boers 
disturbed the finances of 80,000,000 Ameri- 
cans, eH maintained that this country 
should have its own distinctive money 
which would not desert us in time of trial, 
and jn conclusion advocated the jssue of 
paper currency by the government alone.

NO CRIMINATING EVIDENCE 


Millionaire Claimant Spent Much, but 
in Legitimate Way

WITNESS McDERMOTT GOT $5,000 


The Most Interesting Day of the 
Famous Invesugation—Wit- 
nesses Were All for Clark, 
and Many Facts Were 
Revealed: 


Washington, Febrwary 12.—The senate 


committee on privileges and elections to- 
day concluded its hearing on Mr, Neill, 
in the Clerk investigation, and also heard 
William McDermott, another of the close 
friends and stanch supports of Senator 
Clark in his contest tor the senate be- 
fore the Montana legislature last winter. 

Probably the most interesting testimony 


af the day was a statement made by 


Mr. McDermott to the effect that Mr. 
Clark had madg him a present of $5,000 
after his election to the senate tp pay 
McDermott for his services in the con- 
test. 

He also testified that he had expended 
abcut $22,000 in the legislative and sena- 
rleoctions, 

Mr. Neill asserted that he spent only 
a very limited sum of money and said 
thait all that he did spend was his own. 

The only other witness of the day was 
a resident of Butte named Jacobs, who 
stated-that the prosecution’s witness, Ca- 
son, had told him that he was getting 
money from the Daly people for his tes- 
timony adverse to Mr. Clark, 

At the afternoon session, Mr, McDer- 
mott said that he had been present at 
frequent consultations of Mr. Clark’s 
friends, but he knew of no use of money 
in Clark’s interest. 

Spent a Barrel of Money. 

The witness said he had spent $15,000 
or $16,000 in Mr. Clark's interest in the leg- 
islative campaign and that C. W. Clark, 
the senator's son. had given him this 
money. After the state election, he had 
expended $5,000 or $6,000, which had come 
from Cc. W. Clark and Mr. Wellcome. 

This, he said, he had paid to Tom, Dick 
and Harry, who asked him for it—to 
seventy-five or one hundred persons, more 
or less, 

He had kept a correct account of ali his 
expenditures, but had not been able to 
find his books. All told, he was very 
sure that he had not handled to exceed 
22,000 during the campaign. When he 
wanted money he would go to the bank 
and get it. 

Asked the purpose of the committee of 
which he was a member, Mr. McDermott 
said that it was that of ‘‘preventing Daly 
from controlling the state. If the Daly- 
ites were for fusion we were against it, 
and if they were against fusion, we were 
for it—anything to beat Daly.” 

Paid To Watch Campbell. 

Giving a list of men to whom he had 
paid money in Helena, Mr. McDermott 
mentioned a man named Johnson who 
was, he said, an expert in Keeping a 
check on such matters.

COUNTER STROKE 1S DEALT 


Army Invading Orange Free State Will 
Have Fighting 


INSURRECTION IN RENSBURG DISTRICT 


Boer Mastery of the Situation Is Re- 
sponsible for the Civil Trouble, 
and the English Expect 
To Quell It at 
Once. 


London, February 14, 4:30 a. m.—The 
rews of the day is the enforced retirement 
of the British from the Colesberg district 
under heavy Boer pressure and probably 
after brisk fighting. Thus, at a time 
when Lord Roberts is apparently about 
to push an army into the Free State, the 
Boers make a counterstroke in unknown, 
but seemingly great force, not far from 
the vital line conecting De Aar and Or- 
ange river. 

Military observers do not regard this as 
more than a menace. Nevertheless the 
news produces an unpleasant impression 
here. General French had maneuvered 
the Boers out of Rensburg in December. 
On January list it was reported that he 
could take Coleberg in two days with* re- 
enforecements. These were sent, but the 
Boers also were re-enforced. Since then 
the British lines have been extended east 
and west, so that at the opening of this 
week they constituted a great horseshoe, 
twenty-five miles in length. The lines 
were not continuous, but all the strong 
positions were held. , 

General French when he joined Lord 
Roberts presumably took most of his 
cavalry. General Clements was left with 
the infantry to hold the Boers in check, 
but Commandant DeLacey, with a dou- 
ble turning movement, has compelled the 
British to concentrate at Rensburg, be- 
side threatening Lord Roberts’s communi- 
cations. 

The Boer mastery of the district has 
been the cause of the insurrection, but 
this, no doubt, will be promptly repressed. 
as large British forces are available not 
far away. 

The indications as to General Buller’s 
immediate intentions are contradictory. 
One informant who has intimate relations 
with the war office predicts a movement 
within the next two days. A number of 
correspondents who have been with Gen- 
eral Buller, however, have gone to Dur- 
ban for a few days rest, under the im- 
pression that nothing is to be done im- 
mediately. 

The war office has directed the Eighth 
division of 10,000 men to prepare to go out, 
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HARD FIGHTING AT RENSBURG, 


British and Boer Army Both Lose 
Heavily. 

London, February 14.—A dispatch to The 
Daily Mail from Rensburg dated yes- 
terday says: 

“There has been hard fighting for two 
days near Colesberg, the Boers making 
strenuous. efforts to outflank the British 
left. The enemy occupies strong posifions 
from Achetertang, through Potfontein, 
to a point five miles south of Jasfonicin. 

“The fighting at ithe outpost camps has 
been very severe during the last few 
days. Yesterday the Boers attacked the 
position of tthe Worcesters, to the south- 
east of Colesberg. Fighting continued all 
day and after dark it was considered nec- 
essary to withdraw to Rensburg. Our 
losses are not yet known. 

“On the left the west Australians, Wiit- 
shires and Berkshires had hot fighting, 
but held their positions against long odds. 
The Boer losses were considerable. 

“Owing to the growing difficulty expe- 
rienced by convoys in reaching the camps, 
all of the laiter were vacated last night, 
and the troops withdrew to Rensburg. 

The Boers are now burning the farms 
of the loyalists, but the latter have con- 
trived to get away with their stock.” 


ENGLISH BENEFIT A SUCCESS.

London, February 14—Mrs. Arthur 
Paget's entertainment of stage tableaux 
at Her Majesty’s theater, which con- 
cluded after midnight, netted more than

It was filled with well-known people, the 
ladies being fairly ablaze with jewels. 
Sergeants from the Life Guards and Foot 
Guards, stationed at intervals alcng the 
sides of the auditorium, lent a military 
aspect to the scene. 

In the front row of stalls sat the prince 
and princess of Wales and all the prin- 
cipal members of the English royal fam- 
ily except the queen. All the foreign am- 
bassadors, except Mr. Choate, were pres- 
ent, but the United States was officially 
represented by Henry White, secretary of 
the United States embassy, who was ac- 
companied by his brother and J. R. Car- 
ter, second secretary of the embassy.

All the lower portion of East Macon is 
flooded. Below the city the Southern 
railway ¢racks are covered, and it is nec- 
essary to run the trains over the old line 
via Stevens's pipe works to get out. 

The Central City park in various places 
is flooded and on the east the 
river below the Macon and Dublin bridge 
the water has spread over the bottoms 
as far as a person can see, and the five 
thousand acres of oats planted down 
the river between the city and the South- 
ern railway bridge have been covered. en- 
tirely and ere said to be a total loss. 

A number of cows and other animals 
have been drowned below here and sev- 
eral have floated down the stream. 

This morning it was thought that the 
Fifth street bridge would washed 
away. The water lacks only about three 
feet from ‘touching the bottom and a 
large tree caught on the bridge and hung 
there quite a while. The bridge held out, 
however, and the tree was finally 
lodged. The old structure still trembles, 
and if the high water continues tt will 
be closed to traffic. All the morning and 
afternoon large crowds have visited it,

A White Primary. 

A prominent Georgia democrat ap- 
peals to "The Constitution to aid in 
bringing about an oldtime democratic 
revival in Georgia. He writes as fol- 
lows: 

Editor Constitution-i1t seems to me 
that this is ‘the time and that The Con- 
stitution is the paper to lead an old-time 
old-fashioned, genuine democratic fe- 
vival in Georgia. It has been a 1008 
time since the state democracy has beer 
united in all its parts and working to @ 
common end, in putting up a stalwart 
democratic fight. ‘There seems to be no 
opposition, no division to amount to much 
in party affairs, and if ‘the executive 
committee will @o directly to the people 
to participate in a white democratic pri- 
mary at one time for every office in the 
state—county, state and national—I am 
sure that enthusiasm enough can _ be 
aroused to poll a full democratic vote. As 
a result of a white man’s primary within 
the democratic party, I beliéve there will 
be no soreness, no bitterness, but a per- 
fect willingness on the part of every 
democrat to abide by the result and sup- 
port the nominees. Of course, we don't 
want the mistake made of allowing cer- 
tain counties to use negroes in a so-calied 
democratic primary. It puts a bad taste 
in the mouth of every decent man in the 
party. Aside from the issues of free sil- 
ver and imperialism, there is nothing that 
will recommend itself to the democratic 
voters of tthe state as the hallelujah licks 
for a democratic revival. The Constitu- 
tion can lead this fight if it will, and I 
am sure the state papers will readily sec- 
ond its initiative. Will you not give this 
matter some consideration? 

The Constitution is willing to do 
what it can, but no newspaper can 
achieve any lasting result unless it 
represents public sentiment, and has 
the aid of a majority of its contem- 
poraries. We are of the opinion that 
the moment is auspicious for begin- 
ning the movement suggested by our 
correspondent, and we are furthermore 
of the opinion that his suggestion with 
respect to a general white primary In 
ail the counties in the state for all 
Offices is one that will meet the ap- 
proval of an overwhelming majority of 
the democrats of Georgia. 

Nearly all of the counties of the 
state now have distinctively white pro- 
maries. In other counties, the exec- 
utive committees have made no dis- 
tinction in the call, with the result 
that negroes who claim for the time 
being that they are democrats have 
been allowed to participate. As our 
correspondent says, this has not tended 
to promote party harmony, but has 
rather left a bad taste in the mouths 
of those who know that in a demo- 
cratic primary negro voters are “rung 
in” simply for the benefit of one or 
other of the candidates, and their ap- 
pearance at the polls as democrats is 
not at all gratifying to those who real- 
ize the significance of the farce 

We doubt if there can be found 
the whole state of Georgia a dozen 
negroes who dre honest and sincere 
democrats. But in a contest between 
democrats there are thousands of ne- 
groes who think there is nothing im- 
moral in claiming to be democrats for

The Lupercalia, feasts in honor of Fau- 
nus or Lup2rcus, were heathen celebra- 
tions, and it is believed that early Chris- 
tian pastors, in their endeavor to eradicatc 
the heathen superstitions, substituted the 
names of paricular saints for the especial 
festival days of more ancient pagan ob- 
servance. As the feasts of Lupercalia 
were celefrated in the middle of Febru- 
ary, they selected the l4th of February as 
the day of honor for St. Valentine. 

Misson, who in 1698 published ‘Travels 
in England,” wrote: 

“On the eve of St. Valentine’s day the 
young falks in England and Scotland, by 
a very ancient custom, celebrate a little 
festival. An equal number of maids and 
bachelors write their true or, feigned 
name upon separate billets, which they 
rol] up and draw by way of lots, the 
maids taking the men’s billets and the 
men the maids’; so that each of the young 
men lights upon a young girl that he 
calls his v:gentine, aud each of the giris 
upon a man that she calls hers. By this 
means each has two yalentines; but the 
man clings to the valentine that has fallen 
to his lot rather than the one who calls 
him hers. Fortune having thus divided 
the company into so many couples, the 
valentines give balls and treats, wear their 
billets several days upon their sleeves 
and ¢hkis little spoi§t often ends in love.” 

To cast lots for a yaientine as described 
above was a practice followed until the 
eighteenth century by the gentry of Eng- 
land; it became obligatory upon the man 
to remain the devoted attendant of his 
enslaver through the ensuing year, and a 
present was to be given at once to the 
choosing party. As this necessity of de- 
votion and gift-making was often onerous, 
particularly if one or both of the parties 
were married, it became the custom 
bestow a handsome gift, which 
the valentine from obligatory attentions. 

In that curious and interesting book, 
Pepy’s Diary, which so quaintiy describes 
English domestic life of the. seventeenth 
century, we find the following: 

“Valentine’s day, 1667. This morning 
came up to my wife’s bedside little Will 
Mercer to- ‘be her valentine, and brought 
her name written in gold letters upon 
blue paper, done by himself, very pretty; 
and we were both well pleased with it. 
But I am also my wife's valentine, and it 
will cost me £5: but that I must have 
laid out if we had not been valentines.” 

Among the great variety of occult de- 
vices practised on the even of Valentine's 
day was one which was sufficigntly heroic 
to deserve a favorable response. The 
anxious maiden must secure five bay 
leaves, pin one ‘to each corner of the pil- 
low, and the fifth in the middle, and then 
the man of whom she dreamed would 
assuredly marry her before the year 
clcsed. But if she wished to make assur- 
ance doubly sure there was virtue in boil- 
ing an egg hard, removing the yolk, and 
filling the cavity with salt; this was to be 
eaten just on going to bed, salt, shell and 
all, without speaking or drinking after it 
+ The artless votarw of this superstition 
thus retords to a friend her gratifying 
success: 

‘“*‘Would you think it? Mr. Blossom was 
my man. I lay abéed and shut my eyes al!

Several hours previous to the filing of 
this petition the Atlanta Standard Tele- 
phone Company, through its attorneys, 
Alexander & Maguire and Felder & Roun- 
tree, had filed two petitions in the_supe- 
rior court against the Atlanta Trust 
and Banking Company. One petition 
asked that the trust company be enjoined 
from declaring the bonds and accrued 
interest, or any part, due; that the trust 
company, as trustee, be enjoined from 
taking any steps whatever to foreclose 
the mortgage or to make a sale of the 
property, and from taking any legal steps 
whatever in the premises; that the trust 
company be restrained from interfering 
with the further exchange of the new 
bonds for the old ones, and from advis- 
ing any of the bondholders of the old 
bonds to refuse to make such exchange, 
and also from doing anything else tend- 
ing to interfere with such exchange. 

This petition asked further that the 
mortgage be declared null and void and 
that the cancellation of {ft be entered 
upon the records of the court. 

Judge Issues an Order. 

After considering the petition, Judge J. 
H. Lumpkin ordered that the defendants 
appear before him at 9 o’clock on the 
morning of. March 10th to show cause 
why the prayers of the petitioner should 
not be granted. He further ordered that 
until the hearing, or further order of 
the court, the Atlanta Trust and Banking 
Company be restrained from declaring 
ths bonds and accrued interest, or any 
part of it, due. or from taking any steps 
to foreclose the mortgage in which it 
is trustee, or to make sale of the property 
of the telephone company. 

The second petition of the teiephone 
company prayed that, after a full in- 
vestigation with such notice to the holc- 
ets of the outstanding bonds and to the 
trustee as the court should see proper, 
to require that a decree be entered re- 
Moving the trustee and appointing a 
NeW one. upon such terms as the court 
Bhould prescribe. 

After considering this petition, Judge 
Lumpkin issued the following order:

It further alleges 
that this vice president has always been 
actively opposed to the granting of fran- 
chises to the Standard Telephone Com- 
pany. . 
History of Bond Issue. 

The two petitions of the telephone com- 
pany tell something of the history. of 
the enterprise. It is set forth that on 
April 6, 1896, the Atlanta Telephone Com- 
pany was incorporated, and that in 
March, 1897, the charter was so amended 
as to change the name to the Atlanta 
Standard Telephone Company. 

It is further set forth that on April 15, 


| 1896, the telephone company executed its 
, mortgage to the Atlanta Trust and Bank- 
ing Company as trustee, upon all property 


and franchises and all property and fran- 
chises thereafter acquired by it, to se- 
cure an issue of 5,000 bonds of the de- 
numination of $100, amounting in the ag- 
gregate to the sum of $500,000. It is set 
forth that the telephone company now 
has a plant capable of accommodating 
at least 4,000 subscribers and has more 
than 2,700 subscribers. 

The petitions aver that after the exe- 
cution of the mortgage the petitioner was 
informed that under the laws of Georgia 
and the decisions of the supreme court 
of the state a corporation, unless spe- 
Cilally awthorized, could not make a mort- 
gage the lien of which would cover and 
embrace any property not in possession 
or to which the corporation had the right 
of possession at that time, and that a 
corporate mortgage did not embrace af- 
ter-acquired property. 

Thereupon, it is asserted, the petitioner 
was legally advised that its bonds were 
of questionable validity, and desiring to 
protect its bondholders, the stockholders 
of the Standard company, at a meeting 
held November 20, 1899, unanimously 
agreed to authorize the directors to call 
in the first issue of bonds, dated April 
15, 1896; have them canceled, and in their 
place cdceliver to the bondholders bonds 
of the new issue, secured by a mortgage 
covering and embracing all the property 
and franchises of the company, as well 
as property and franchises afterwards 
acqulred, 

‘ine petition then goes on to «tell of the 
transactions in connection with the trans- 
fer of the bonds and relates other inter- 
esting matters attendant upon the com- 
plete establishment of tne telephone plant 
in the city.

JAMES CRAIG GETS NEWS OF WAR | 


FROM HIS NIECE IN SOUTH AFRICA 


James Craig, of this city, is, in receipt 
of two very interesting letters from his 
niece, Miss Etta Welch, who lives in Dur- 
ban, South Africa. 

It will be remembered that The Consti- 
tution of December 18th contained a long 
article in regard to Mr. Craig’s three 
nephews who are engaged in the war in 
South Africa—two of them partisans of 
England and members of the Natal 
Carbineers, and the third, who married 
& niece of General Joubert. with the Boer 
army, an aide on Joubert’s staff. 

Miss Etta Welch is a daughter of Mr. 
Craig’s sister, and is, therefore, a cousin 
of these young meff. In one of her letters 
She refers to her cwusins. David ‘and 
Hugh Craig, it appears, are now in be- 
leaguered Ladysmith. Of the oldest son, 
Frank, she makes (nly passing mention. 
The letters, coming as they do direct from 
the scene of war, are very interesting. 
Evidently they did 1ot fall into the hands 
of the censor, for they contain references 
that would doubtless have been eliminated 
had such been the ce:e. 

According to the letter, the house of 
John Craig, brother of James Craig, cf 
this city, was the first to be shelled when 
the Boers laid seige to Dundee. 

The first letter, written to James Craig, 
is,as follows: 

“184 Smith Street, Durban, November 9, 
1£99.—Again my promise has not been ful- 
filled. It was not through forgetfulness, 
but from scarcity of time. It is almost 
impossible to realize how this war occu- 
ples one’s mind. All are so eager to hear 
everything they can, so much is kept 
back, no doubt the object being to prevent 
the Boers from learning too much and 
then gaining an advantage. 

“As you Lave read in the papers sent, 
the Pritish troops have been successful, 
but they . have been vutnumbéred, 
and about eight hundred men ta- 
ken prisoners. At present the Boers 
are bombarding sadysmith, but we 
are confident our soldiers will hold their 
own, for if the enemy got that we might 
as well say ‘goodby’ to safety for tne 
time being. Dundee, you will have seen, 
is in the Boers’ nossession. Uncle Craig's 
house was _ shetled. Dear old man, it 
seems a mercy he -vas taken to rest ’ere 
all this trouble came. Every day have I 
expected a letter from some of them, but 
none has come, and we don’t know where 
they can be. No dcubt you had letters 
from them telling of their father’s death. 

“Durban is crowded with refugees, 
about 20,000 having come here, most with- 
Out a penny, and thousands are ruined; 
and evidently the worst fs not over. 

“Yesterday huge guns and ammunition 
and also men were unloaded from H. M. 
S. ‘‘Terrible and marched through the 
town to take up positions on the ridge of 
the Berea to protez:t Durban tn the event 
of the Boers coming in-through Zululand. 
Of course there is no immediate danger— 
these are merely prceautions, and we nave 
been under martial law for some time. 

“NOVEMEER 17TH.—Unfortunately I 
did not get this concluded in time last 
week, so I must begin again. A great 
many troops have arrived since Sunday. 
James and I went down to see them lard. 
You have no idea what a sight it was. 
They all appeared so eager to hear the 
latest news, and it was amusing to wuich 
them scrambling for loaves of bread, bis- 
cuit, fruit and cigarettes, which were

thrown over the barricade to them from 
the crowd of onlookers. 

‘Tuesday I again went down to the 
point to see troops land, this time with a 
lady friend who is a nurse on the staff 
in Pietermaritzburg. She afterwards took 
me on board the hospital ship Spartan, 
Where there were about forty-seven 
wounded. It was interesting tg listen to 
their accounts of the battles. Some atill 
had ‘tthe bullets in tkem, One man ‘iad a 
bullet to go throug” the forehead and out 
at the 
through his knee. He was, after these 
terrible wounds, actually able to be out 
on ceck. Does it rot seem marvelous? 
All were in ‘the best of spirits and anxious 
to get back. The mzn with the bullet in 
him said: ‘I wouldn't eare if I only had 
the satisfaction of Knowing I had killed 
&-me Boers. I fired three rounds, and 
Was shot and taka prisoner,’ 

“One of the armered trains has been 
wrecked between Escourt and Colenso, 
many were taken Drisoners, and the Boers 
will not give them ip. Our friend, Cap- 
tain Wylie, is wounijied in the thigh, but 
not seriously. We don't get many par- 
ticulars, but from the little we do know, 
the Keers greatly outnumbered our little 
band wro were on patrol. Great bravery 
was shown by our OWn men. There wijl 
be many sad, anxious hearts here waiting 
to hear further details, so many were 
Durban men. ETTA WELCH ” 

The second letter was written January 
6th, to David Craig, of Macon, a brother 
(f James Craig. lt was torwarded to Al- 
lanta some days ago. It ia as follows: 
“is4 Sruith street, Durban, January 6 
1900.—Your most weicome letter came on 


New Year's day, about ll o’ciock, and I | 
Was glad to hear trom you. I must kee) | 
yours to J. Craig until I find out where | 
None of them have writien | 


they are, 
Since uncle’s death, and, of course, (hey 
must have lett Lundee along with the 
others. Theirs was the first house shelled 
by the Boers, I understand, go [| feel it 
was a great mercy tncle was spared al! 
these later troubles. Frank, the oldest 
son, is with the enemy’s army, and David 
and Hugh with the Carbineers in Lady- 
smith. That place, as you know, is cut 
off, and has been for some months. §o 
£00n as communication is opened up, I'll 
forward your let‘ers: on—but li may be 
some little time. 

“Most of us thought this war would be 
ended long ago, and great was the ~e- 
joicing vihen General Buller arrived. But 
the British were evidently not awake to 
the fact of the enemy’s Strensth. And 
the Boers are so treacherous! It is too 
awful to think of :he means they will go 
to to accomplish their ends. 

“Thousands have been utterly ruined 
through this war, and at present it does 
not look like a speedy end is possible. How 
thankful we shall be when jt is ended, 
God only knows! 

“The battle of Tugela was a terrible loss 
to us, and I’m quite sure Buller never ex- 
pected so great a repulse. The worst 
Scare experienced was when the enemy 
Got within a few iniles of Montzburg, 
down Moori river. 

“No, this war couid never have been 
averted. It had *to cc\re s»oner or later: 
the only regret is that England is only 
realizing the deceit and strength of the 
Boers now. I: is heartrending to think 
how many noblg :ives must be sacrificed 
ere the end is accomplished, and yet 
the: will not have been sacrificed in vain, 
for will it not build up -the empire and 
lead to greater things?

The article referred to in the adver- 
tisement appeared in The Constitution on 
the morning of January 2th and was 
in the nature of a letter from one who 
signed himself Wa(i)ter Pitcher, and giv- 
ing his address as box lil, Jamesburg, 
N. Js accompanied by a statement (un- 
signed) from the young woman who is in 
search of her mother. 

The letter and statement at the time 
of their publieation attracted considerable

It was declared in the letter that the 
writer knew the mother’s name, but had 
forgotten it and remembered only the 
initials.

A mystery was hinted at by the writers 
of both letter and Statement, and ful) 
explanation was given as to how they 
could be found and as to how the identi- 
ty of the mother could be established. 

F’rom the advertisement which appeared 
yesterday it seems that an answer to 
the communications has been received 
under an anonymous name and Walter 
Pitcher is now anxious that the correct 
name be given. 

In the event the girl does not succeed

he would deem himself justified (after a 
lapse of twenty years) in believing the 
mother dead and himself relieved fro 
any further obligation to secrecy. 

‘In this event,” says he, “J may have 
a story to relate, absolutely ‘paralyzing’ 
and unparalleled in jts details, and which 
may prove of vital interest ‘to persons in 
your (Atlanta) close, if not immediate 
Vicinity.’’

There was 
considerable argument Over certain parts 
of the evidence from both sides and when 
court adjourned the attorneys were eon- 
tending over the affidavit of Joel Hurt. 

The attorneys for the defendants con- 
tend that certain parts of Mr. Hurt’s af- 
fidavit should not be allowed. 

It is probable that the plaintiffs will 
conclude their evidence today and then 
the rebuttal testimony will begin. There 
are quite a number of speeches to be 
made, and the case will certainly con- 
sume all of the presenyY week.

The | 
extraordinary advance of 6%46 10-64 at Liv- 
erpool as compared with the closing tigures of 
Saturday, threw consternation in the ranks 
of the bears and led to a heavy demand for 
covering short contracts and at the same time 
broadened speculative activity with southern 
and English buying orders particularly heavy. 

The market was subject to frequent and vio- 
lent fluctuations with the net general result 
in futures of an advance of about 1-3c, the 
spot market quotations having been officially 
advanced 3-!6c, while a subsequent especial! 
canvass to the open market for spot cotton 
showed that there was a conservative view. 
a@s very little cotton, if any, was for sale 
c3acept at an advance of \%c. The market for 
futures opened in a wild way at an advance of 
19@22 points on the near positions and 10@28 
points in the new crop months. 

At the best pceint of the session the max- 
imum rise. on the more active positions was 
30 to 39 points, but on the way to this im- 
provement there were several very sharp re- 
actions when long cotton came out fraely in an 
effort to secure profits. ‘lhe break from the 
highest to the lowest point of the day was 
@ matter of 10 to !I2 points. But the af- 
ternoon phases of the market were of a pos- 
itive bullish character. Prices again took the 
highest level and trading changed to covering 
and investment demand, the buyers being 
largely influenced by reports from the south 
of advancing spot markets, reluctant sellers | 
and disappointing receipts. The highest of- 
ficial report of actual transactions for the 
day is 808,000 bales. 

Today it is semi-officially estimated, in the 
absence of any official record, that the trans- 
actions exceed the record. Buying was stim- 
ulated by private cables calculated to show 
that the short interest in England was still 
very great, notwithstanding recent enormous 
buying for Liverpool account. A few dis- | 
patches from the south on the acreage sub- 
ject were in circulation without attracting at- 
tention owing to the prevailing excitement and 
the enormous influx of business.

Chicago, February 13.—Damages to. the 
French crop and higher Paris and Antwerp 
cables were the chief factors in a strong and 
active wheat market today, but the edge was 
taken off by sales for profit, May closing ‘%c 
over Saturday. Corn closed unchanged and 
oats %c lower. The provisions market was 
weak, May closing 20c, May lard 7%ec and 
May ribs 7%@10c down. 

Some misguided traders sold wheat early 
because Liverpool cables were not encourag- 
ing and statistics were regarded as bearish. 
May opened 4c under Saturday at 68%@68%c, 
but repented for its weakness in short order 
when the big advances at Paris and AntWerp 
were received. May climbed on an active mar- 
ket to 69c. At this price three-fourths of the 
pit had wheat for sale, but support was ac- 
tive enough to prevent any great recession, 
reports of damage to the French crop giving 
an undertone of strength to the market. May 
clesed Yc up at 68%@68%c. Primary receipts 
were 973,000 bushels, against 849,000 bush- 
els last year. Minneapolis and Duluth re- 
ported 977 cars, compared with 403 cars 
last week and 738 a year ago. Local receipts 
were 113 cars, four of contract grade. At- 
lantic port clearances in wheat and flour equal- 
led 243,000 bushels.

No adequate knowledge of the work of 
the hundred or more boys who nichtly 
fill the classrooms of the Boys’ Night 
school, of this city, can be obtained from 
any written account of that institution. 
To appreciate what these young men are 
doing for themselves, to obtain an idea of 
just how well and wisely the city’s money 
is expended in maintaining the school, a 
visit to the classrooms is necessary. 

It is an easy matter to say that a cer- 
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tain number of pupils are enrolled, that 
the averag2 attendance is splendid, that 
both teachers and pupils are thoroughly 
wrapped up in their work, and that ina 
given length of time the boys have ad- 
vanced to the hundredth or so page of 
their text books, but that does not tell of 
the tired fingers that cease working in 


work to the members of the: board of 
education. He is now not only teacher 
and counsel'or, but is the personal’ frien’ 
of every pupil in his school. He knows 
their families, and nis work outside the 
classrooms is as telling in its effect as 
his endeavors duting schoo] nours. 

The number of pupils varies every we>k, 
because of the conditions that surround 
the lives of those Who attend. There are 
now, however, 110 pupils in the school, 
and abo:w ninety attend every night.
